lt is with pleasure that we offer our 1955 spring price list, and we wish 
to express our thanks for the continued consideration you have given us in 
the past. 

At this time, we wish to extend our cordial invitation to visit our planting 
of Mums. We are located south of Cleveland, in the Village of Brooklyn 
Heights, about 2 mile north of Brookpark Road, off of Schaaf Rd. Six miles 
southwest of Cleveland Public Square. Our gardens are at their best during 
ihe month of October. 

Because most cf our orders have been for rooted cuttings, for several 
years, we are listing only rooted cuttings this year. 

Orders can be called for at the Nursery if ordered and paid for in ad- 
vance. Specify on order, date you wish to call for them, then please notify by 
phone or postcard two days in advance, so we may have them ready for you 
to pick up. 

We try to plant our cuttings in late afternoon or after a good rain, and 
we have excellent results, even as late as July 20. When planting late in 
the season, water daily for one week if weather is hot and dry. 

If on arrival, your plants should be a little dry, put them in water to cover 
the roots and keen them in the water until the next morning. Then either pot 
up and hold until your garden is ready, or plant right out if weather permits, 
and garden is well prepared. 

Our Mum stock is carefully selected from nlohie “that were inspected, 
disease-free, and specimen p'anis, in our 8 acre planting of Mums. All our 
stock is outdoors through the blooming season. 

Our plants are guaranteed true to name and. in healthy condition. All 
plants proved unsatisfactory, will be replaced. 

Please enclose a charge of twenty-five cents to help cover postage. No 
mail orders accepied for less ihan three dollars. Please write or print name 
clearly. Give full address. . 

Please order early. Orders filled in rotation by number. 

All orders acknowledged, by card, with order number. 

We grow Garden Chrysanthemums only — Cuttings will be ready for 
shipping from February 15th to Juiy 15th. Plants will be well labeled, and well 
packed, assuring you beautiful, sturdy blooming plants, this fall.
